Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.-+[Special.]— 
Daniel W. Holstlaw of Iuka, @ state senator 
in the forty-sixth Illinois general assembly, 
repeated today before the senate investiga- 
ting committee the story of his receipt of 
$2,500 emia satnepd " and $700 “ jack- 
pot” money following the casting of his vote 
for William Lorimer for the United States 
senate. 

Holstlaw’s testimony varied little from that 
he told on previous occasions. He added 
one or two denials which tended to establish 
that he was telling the truth. For example, 
he traced clearly his relations with State 
Senator John Broderick from the night be- 
fore Lorimer’s election, when Broderick ad- 
vised him if he voted for Lorimer there 
would be $2,500 in it, until the time of his 
placing the money he received to his credit 
in the Holstlaw bank at Iuka. 

He said Broderick told him on the evening 
of May 25, 1008: “Mr. Lorimer will be 
elected tomorrow.” “I said,’ testified 
Holstlaw, “I am going to vote for him.” 
He said: “ You are?” I said: “‘ Yes, sir.” 
He said: “‘If you want to vote that way, 
there is §2,500 for you,’ I didn't say a word.” 


Called to Meet Broderick. 
The next occasion upon which Broderick 
Spoke to him wea-during a session of the 


 penate prior to adjournment. Broderick then 


‘gaid, so Holstlaw swore: 

“*T will notify you when I want you to 
come to Chicago,’ and I said, ‘all right.’”’ 

Holstiaw had no business in Chicago which 
would take him there. He was not in any 
budiness deal with Broderick, nor did Bro- 
derick owe him any money. He received a 
letter from Broderick asking him to meéet 
him in Chicago ‘‘some time next week,’’ 
and in accordance with this request he left 
Iuka and reached Chicago the morning of 
June 15. 1900. He went to Broderick’'s 
saloon.. When Broderick appeared he in- 
vited Holstiaw into his private office and 
reaching into an inside coat pocket pulled 
@ut an envelope. From the envelope he took 
$2,500, Which he handed to Holstlaw. 

Holstlaw said that at the same time Bro- 
derick told him there would be “‘ some more 
coming to him.’’ He did not say when, nor 
where it was coming from.

26 HORSES DIE IN FIRE; POLICE

A sudden attack of angina pectoris is 
feared, as the pope is afflicted with arierio 
sclerosis, or hardening of the arteries, which 
has been aggravated by gouty symptoms. 

Many cardinals who were about to leave 
Rome for the holiday will remain anxiously 
awaiting the turn of events. 

Camdiina!l Merry del Val this evening for- 
mally apprised the embassies of the illness 
of the pope. 

Dr. Petacci, private physician to his holl!- 
ness, and Dr. Marchiafava, consulting physi- 
cian, are prescribing a treatment of alkaloids 
and insisting upon absolute rest. If there 
Is @ change to cooler weather they hope 
for the patient’s speedy recovery. 

Why Doctors Fear Result. 

The doctors declared tonight that the case 
would not be considered of the slightest im- 
portance were the pope not an eMerly man 


—he is 77 years old—or if -his constitution. 


recently had not been weakened by an at- 
tack of laryngitis, which ‘also affected the 
trachea. 

When Drs. Petaocci and Marchiafava visit 
the pope today, they found his condition 
somewhat better and the patient. taking 
nourishment; but with the approach of 
night the pain became acute. The pope com- 
plained that in the right-knee he experienced 
a burning sensation and severe throbbing 
and pricking pains. 


Slightest Pressure Causes Pain. 

Inflammation of the affected part is so in- 
tense that he dreads to have the leg moved 
or jarred. Even the weight of the bed clothes 
or the slightest shaking of the bed causes 
much pain. The veins of the leg are some- 
what enlarged. 

His heart is fairly strong and respiration 
reasonably .good, considering the “short- 
ness’ of breath common to persone of ad- 
vanced years and stout. The pulse was 
rather intermittent, but the temperature only

PERKINS DEFIES 
INQUIRY; MAY BE 
- FORCED TO SPEAK 


House Committee Investigating 
Stee! Trust Threatens 
Financier. 


HE PLEADS TIME TO THINK 


Refuses to Tell of Campaign Funds; 
$50,000,000 Manipulation 
Exposed. 


SAYS MORGAN SAVED COUNTRY 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8—George W. 
Perkins, a director of the United States 
Steel corporation and one of the men said 
to have aided in averting financial disaster 
during the panic of 1007, faces tonight the 
alternative of answering questions to the 
house committee on inquiry inte the steel 
corporation, bearing on his personal cam- 
paign contributions and such contributions 
made by the New York Life Insurance com. 
pany, or of being cited before the bar of 
the house of representatives. 

Should the house sustain the majority of 
the committee and order Mr. Perkins to 
answer, and should he then still refuse, he 
might be adjudged in contempt of congress 
and imprisoned. 

It ig bélieved, however, that thie crisis 
will not be reached, Mr. Perkins having ex- 
pressed a desire to reflect on his position. 


Lawyers Counsel Silence. 

Mr. Perkins though personally willing to 
talk about ‘campaign contributions, refused, 
on the advice of counsel, to answer inter- 
rogatories on that line put to him by Chair- 
wnan Stanley and Representative Beall of 


Texas“ 
Richard Lindabury, counsel for the steel 
rporation, and Edgar A. Baficroft, who 
peared for Mr. Perkins personally, in- 
ted that the authority given the committee 
in this inquiry made irrelevant an attempt 
to inquire into the private campaign contri- 
butions of the witness, or his relations With 
corporations foreign to the steel corporation. 
Late today, after the witness, his counsel- 
ors and the committee had wrangled long 
over the hitch, and the chairman's decision 
that he answer had been sustained after an 
appeal by Representative Young of Michi- 
gan, Chairman Stanley warned Mr. Perkins 
that it might be necessary to cite him to the 
bar of the house. The chairman later sug- 
gested that the New York financier appear 
before the house tomorrow to avoid being 
taken into custody by the sergeant-et-arms. 


Given Time to Reconsider. 
When matters reached this stage, Mr. Per- 
kins sald, the situation was #0 critical that 
he wished time to consider. This was granted, 
and the investigation proceeded along other 


lines. 

“Mr. Perkins.” said Chairman Stanley to- 
night, “ will. be given another opportunity 
to answer. If he still persists in refusing 
to answer there will be nothing to do but to 
cite him before the bar of the house. The 
procedure will be for the committee to turn 
him over to the sergeant at arms.” 

Mr. Perkins, aside from thig turn in the 
committee proceedings, tuld a remarkable 
story of the panic of 1907, and the events 
which made necessary the absorption of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company by the 
United Statés Steel corporation. 

He admitted the stee! corporation had con- 
tributed to the spread of the protective tariff 
‘doctrine and verified records produced by 
Chairman Stanley that the steel corporation 
in 1906 sought legal advice which directed 
that, as a corporatiou. it should not make 
contributions to campaign funds. 


Ask of $50,000,000 Profit. 

The witness was subjected to a rigorous 
examination by Mr. Stanley relating to the 
record of the minutes of the executive oom- 
mittee of the steel corporation, to which 
Mr. Perkine proposed @ plan of converting 
$200,000,000 worth of steel preferred stock 
into $250,000,000 of 5 per cent second mort- 
gage bo@ds, thus gaining $50,000,000 without 
costing the corporation anything. 

In this connection Chairman Stanley ex- 
plained that the New York Life Insurance 
company bought some of these second mort- 
gage bonds, and stated that this was one of 
the reasons why the committee insisted upon 
the relevancy of inquiry pertaining to the 
insurance company of which Mr. Perkins 
formerly was vice president and chairman 
of the finance committee. : 

After reading the minutes in which Mr. 
Perkins was quoted regarding the bond con- 
version trensaction, Chairmen Stanley 
asked : 

“Did you ever propose to operate this 
transaction so as to get $50,000,000 for noth- 


ing?” ~: 
“* to, air,’ said Mr. Perkina 


Prepares Statement of Position. 

“You suggested this plan of conversion, 
4ia4 you not?” 

‘**] anticipated you wpuld question me 
on that Mne and I have 4 prepared statement 
concerning just what I did do,” said Mr. Per- 
kins, “ which I wil) ask permission to submit 
later.” 

“Well, by this transaction you were to

MONOPLANE FLIES 
HIGH ABOVE CITY 


Moisant Aviator Ascends in 
Evening 4,000 Feet; Stays 
Aloft Twenty-four 
Minutes. 


GOES 60 MILES AN HOUR. 


ae Barrier Drops Greetings to 
/‘The Tribune” Aftér 
Soaring Over the 
Crowds.

A thousand men and women who lingered 
about the aeroplane sheds in Grant park 
late yesterday evening were thrislea to see 
a@ spindle legged Moisant monoplane pushed 
out in the fleld shortly befére 7 o'clock. 

A few minutes later a young Frenchman— 
Rene Barrier—had climbed in the cockpit; 
the rotary motor started with a clattery 
whirr; the small machine wes sailing lake- 
ward. 

Before Barrier again reached ground he 
had flown twenty-four minutes, had attained 
en altitude of 4,000 feet, had traveled more 
than twenty-five miles, and had examined 
the roof tops of bulldings along the lake, 
Randolph street, a half mile south of Twelfth 
street, and Michigan avenue. 

Chicago had seen its first monoplane flight 
~—also the firs{ aeroplané exhibition prelim- 
inary to the international aviation meet that 
starts Saturday. 


Stays Up Until 7:15. 

Barrier ascended at 6:51. It was after 
7:15 by the same watch when his skycraft 
descended. 

The start of the flight was delayed by lack 
of fuel. It was fifteen minutes before any 
could be procured. Then the tank was 
filed in the sheds, the crowd was 
pushed back. The wide doors were 
opened the sturdy Moisant craft was 
towed into the field and pointed lake- 
ward between a pylon and a flagmast. 

Barrier, in a sweater, a blue silk handker- 
ehief around his neck, and a “ Frenchy ” 
cap, beak backwards, climbed up the fuse 
lage, and tried his rudder yokes and /engine 
control. Gespach spun the propeller, which 
refused to crank the rotary engine until it 
had been “ primed ” with gasoline 


Circles at Great Height. 

After the propeller and the fifty horse 
power Gnome rotary engine were whirling 
so they looked like a hase Barrier waved 
his hand for release of the aeroplane and 
bounded over the ground lakeward. In fifty 
feet he rose abruptly, flew over the launches 
at the foot of Van Buren street, and traveled 
a half mile over water. When he was about 
1,000 feet high he made a left turn, coming 
back toward his starting point, then divert- 
ing his course due south. 

He says he flew a haif mile south of th: 
Hiinois Central depot at Twelfth street, then 
circled back over the lake, when he attained 
his highest altitude, near 4,000 feet. He wus 
80 small to sight that when he passed across 
the face of a black cloud ne was entirely 
obscured to the 2,000 people now in the park. 

About three miles from shore he turned 
landward, fiying on @ Mne with the Hght- 
house and the river. 


Turns South Again. 

“TI thought that lighthouse was a big 
ship with e red nose,” he explained later. “I 
wanted to go over it.” . 

At the river he came south again, check- 
ing his motor near the aeroplane sheds and 
swooping down to drop a small wad of paper. 

On it he had written before he started: 


Greeting “The Tribune” from 
the sky. RENE BARRIBDRA. 
Aug. 8, 1911. 


The motor began humming, buzzing again 
with revolutions that pulled Barrier through 
the air at a rate of sixty miles an hour. An- 
other trip over the Illinois Central depot, a 
quick turn, a descent of 2,000 feet, a flight 
over the yachts in the harbor of the Colum- 
bia Yacht club—two of which began booming 
salute guns—and Barrier had rounded south- 
ward again over Randolph street. 

Then the crowds heard the motor stop. Bar 
rier skimmed down beautifully. BDverybody 
in the small field began yelling warnings to 
get out of the road. He struck the ground 
lightly and then drew up to @ stop after a 
bad shaking up. The fiel€d was rough and 
only partially rolled. 


Finds Landing Rough. 

He emiled, made a wry face, shrugged his 
shoulders, and exclaimed: 

“O, sucha bum landing! It was like bump- 
ing over mountains.” 

It was at the suggestion of a reporter for 
THe TRIBUNE that the young Frenchman, 
essayed his exhibition in the alr.

Financier, Kept Alive for Week 
by Stimulants, Succumbs in 
Paris Early Today. 


WORLD'S BEST DOCTORS FAIL 


Almost Well, Patient Took ‘Pneu- 
monia, Which Brought Return of 
Kidney and Heart Trouble. 


CHARLES 6.’S WOES WORRIED HIM 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
PARIS, Aug. 9, 5:30 a. m.—John W. Gates, 
American financier, died at 5:10 o'clock this 
morning, after an illness of several weeks. 
The nurses said the end came peacefully. 
At. the 
Gates and their son, Charles G. Gates. 
Mr. Gates early last night suffered a gen- 
eral relapse and was kept alive throughout 
the night with stimulants. Inflammation of 
the lungs and the action of the heart and 
kidneys all grew rapidly worse, while a new 
complication, a disorder of the intestines, 
aggravated the patient. 


Heroic Treatment Is Given. 

Nearly all hope for recovery was given up 
early last night, but the physicians, Drs. 
Gros and Reeves, who were with him at 
death, did not relax their efforts, and Dr. 
J. R. Ryan, a specialist, was summoned from 
London. Heroic treatment was given. at 
short intervals throughout the night, but as 
the orisis approached, all restorativee faiied. 

For a week Mr. Gates had practically lived 
on oxygen inhaled through a tubewhich was 
constantly fastened to his robe beneath his 
mouth. When the heart failed oxygen was 
administered more freely through a funne 
from bags. 

In addition to this caffeine, strychnine, and 
oil of camphor were used to gtve artificial 
force, and the kidneys and body frequently 
drained. 

The recurrent congestion of the kidneys 
wasexperienced at noon yesterday an¢d it was 
found necessary é6ccasionally to administer 
heart stimulants. 

Monday night the physicians were encour- 
aged by an improvement in the action of the 
kidneys and a lessening of the inflammation 
of the lungs. At daybreak yesterday, how- 
ever, the patient showed unfavorable symp- 
toms, and Dr. Gros was hastily summoned, ~ 


Once Almost Well; Took Pneumonia. 

Mr. Gates possessed an iron constitution 
and courageous resistance. He was afforded 
every resource of medical science, but it 
failed to save him. He had battled for weekg 
valiantly with a disease of the kidneys, but 
just when it was believed he was almost sure 
to recover he contracted pneumonia. 

Several times following that he was re- 
ported at the point of death, but with the 
ald of powerful stimulants rallied. 

In addition to his many ills, Mr. Gates had 
to fight the intense heat which prevailed in 
Paris during the greater part of his illneas. 

Mr. Gates had lost fifty pounds since he 
became il. Most of the time he sat leaning 
forward in his chair. : 

The recent domestic and other difficulties 
in which his son Charles became involved 
greatly worried and depressed Mr. Gates and 
seemed to break his heart. This made him 
more susceptible to the ravages of Bright's 
disease, with which he had been afflicted for 
years 


* Battle Watched by World. 


The remarkable fight to save the life 68 
the financier, in which some of the leading 
physicians of France, England, and the 
United States participated, attracted the 
attention of the entire medical world. 

Hundreds of telegrams and letters received 
daily from friends and strangers in the 
United States testified to the sympathy feit 
by them for Mr. Gates. 


CAREER OF JOHN W. GATES. 

One of the most spectacular careers of mo@® 
ern times has been that of John W. Gates 
steel and wire magnate, trust organizer, self- 
made multimillionaire, and racetrack plun- 
ger, who astonished the world almost as 
much by the nonchalance with which he was 
able to lose a fortune in 1907 as by the ease 
with which he had acquired it. His record, 
in review, jooks like an epitome of big Buasf- 
nese as it flourished in the last two decades 

Outside of Wall street and other financial 
centers Gates wae best known as a“ million- 
aire gambler,”’ who could enjoy a cigar while 
fortunes slipped away from him. In the 
days when horse racing was thriving there 
‘was not a race track gambling resort of any 
prominence in the country where be was not 
known. : 

To the financial world he was best known 
as one of the organizers of the United States 
Steel corporation, and previously for his op- 
erations In organizing the stee)] wire business 
of the country into one big “trust,” the 
American Stee) and Wire company, of which 
he wae at one time chairman of the board of 
directors. 


Loses Great Part of Fortune. 

In the closing three years of his career 
Mr. Gates centered his operations in Texas 
and his development of the oi} business on 
his own dashing lines contained at least a 
“bluff!” of serious rivalry of Standard Oi, 
The suggestion typifies Gates’ bold spirit. 

One of the most sensational episodes of My. 
Gates career was the dissolution in 1007 of 
the brokerage G@rm of Chartes G. Gates & 
Co. of Chicago, controlled by himself and his 
@on, as the result of too extensive stock mar- 
ket operations in the face of diswensions 
among the members of the firm, big lossea, 
heavy office expenses, and the prospect of a 
dull year in the brokerage business. 

The dissolution was accompanied also by 
the loss of the greater part of the huge 
Gates fortune, variously estimated at the 
time ae high ae $40,000,002 
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active endeavors from the largest and most } 
speculative market in existence, and since + 


that time he has devoted his time largely to 
travel and more quiet forms of investment 
enterprises, including the big Texas venture. 


: Born Near This City. 

‘Born on a farm near West Chicago in 1856, 
Gates’ career was in the highest degree 
meteoric. He was given.a good education, 
being graduated at Northwestern college, 
Naperville, Ill, in 1873. He engaged in the 
grain business and hardware business before 
attracting much attention in the business 
worid. 

His willingness to take a chance, which 
later led to the nickname “ Bet a Million,” 
was early demonstrated when in 1874 he 
married Miss Dellora R. Baker of St. Charles, 
Ill., although his business at the time was. not 
paying enougto meet his own expenses. 

At that time he is said to have been able 
to give the minister who performed the cere- 
mon only $5, but in 1906 he met the clergy- 
man in Seattle by chance and presented him 
with a check for $1,000, saying: “And I'll 
lay you e roi] that I still owe you some in- 


terest.” 


Begins Career as Wire Salesman. 

Mr. Gates’ real career began shortly after- 
ward with the job which led him into the 
wire businese. He was employed by Col. 
Jea2ac L. Ellwood, then head of one of the 
large steel wire companies, as a traveling 
galesman in Texas at a salary of $100 a 
month After creating a market by what 
was considered at the timea unique advertis- 
ing “stunt,” erecting a huge corral in which 
he gave demonstration of the virtues of steel 
@arbed wire with a herd of steers—Gates 
goon sold wire so fast the plant could not 
keep up with his orders. 

His propensity for betting gave Mr. Gates 
gs big ‘“ boost” among the cattle men of 
Texas when he went to San Antonio to 
sell barbed wire for fending. 

When he told some stockmen he was se!)- 
ing a fence that would “turn” the wildest 
longhorn in Texas he was laughed at. This 
Ored his “ sporting blood” and he wagered 
every cent of money he had with him that 
he would build a fence that would hold all 
the wild animals that might be put in the 
fnclosure And he got good odds. 


And He Wins His Bet. 
He built the fence and twenty cowboy» 
tried to drive a bunch of steers through it. 
Gates won his bets and took orders the same 


gay for more barbed wire than his employ- | 


ers could turn out in six months. 

“TIT had not traveled very long,’ he said 
giong about that time, “ when I came to the 
conclusion that there was more money in 
the manufacture of barbed wire than there 
was in the selling of it at $100 a month.” 

With some friends he organized an unin- 
corporated company under the name of John 
W. Gates & Co., at St. Louis, with a total 
investment of lees than $8,000, which soon 
piled. up the p ts so fast that, as Gates 
jater declared, they declared a dividend of 
ebout 50 per cent a week. Gates did most of 
the work and shortly afterward bodght out 


bis partners. 


Begins Absorbing Other Concerns. 

After a long struggle with a firm that 
claimed to own most of the patente on barbed 
wire he organized the Southern Wire com- 
pany in 1880 and began a career of absorption 
of other companies which was at that time 
without a parallel in the business world. 

After acquiring large interests in the Brad- 
@ock wire company of Pittsburg, the Iowe 
Barbed Wire company of Allentown, Pa. and 
the St. Louls Wire Mill and Baker Wire com- 
pany of Lockport, Ill, he merged them all in 
December, 1802, into a new company called 
the Consolidated Steel & Wirecompany with 
@ paid-in capital of $4,000,000, 

During this period he also organized and 
was president of the Columbla Wire com- 
pany, which finally became victorious in the 
patent contest by buying up every wire pat- 
ent of value. : 

Mr. Gates resigned from his office with the 
Consolidated company in 1895 (not, how- 
ever, selling his interest), to become presi- 
dent of the Illinois Stee) company, which 


later took him Into the field of national steel { 


organization. The wire company, however, 
continued to expand and in 1896 consolidated 
with five other companies as the American 
Steel and Wire company, with a capital of 
‘$24,000,000. Gates, Col. Ellwood and Col. 
John Lambert of Joliet were moving gpirite 
in this big deal. 


- Becomes Ally of Great Financiers. 

~ Wt was during these days that Gates was 

piling up his millions and becoming aseéo- 

clated with some of the greatest financiers of 

the day, including J. P. Morgan and E. H. 

Gary. He also became,a prominent figure 

‘atythe Washington park racetrack in Chi- 

fago, then in its palmiest days, and laid the 

foundations for his reputation as a gambler, 

‘applying, it was said at the time, practically 

‘the same methods he used in his business 

to his gambling operations, but always with 

fuck or at least an even break. 

* In 1900 Mr. Gates took an important part 
in the fermation of the United States Stee! 

corporation, as he himself says, to protect 

the steel interests against plans of Andrew 
Carnegie. In the same year he also pulled off 
@ Stock market coup which won him many 

tenemies and aroused many charges of “ dou- 
le crossing.” 

_, Without warning he closed down his steel 
gnills over night, transferred his interests té’ 
‘the more speculative field of the stock mar- 
ket, making millions by selling stocks short, 
it was claimed. 

Mr. Gates’ Chicago brokerage firm, In the 
Rookery building and later in the Railway 
Exchange building, was organized in the 
early ‘90s with his son, Charles, tn charge, 
and many of the operations of which it was 
the center astounded the street. 


Wrests Road from Morgan. : 
. One of his biggest deals was the wresting 
ef control of the Louisville and Nashville 
wallroad from J. P. Morgan and later hig 
2 on of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
mpany, which later was merged with the 
eel corporation—a merger that has now 
; historic. Coal, grain, and railroads 
and@ many other forms of industry also at- 
‘tracted his attention while in Chicago, and 
, Snany spectacular deals in wheat enhanced 
hls reputation. 
| The dissolution of the brokerage firm came 
“im 1907, when the Chicago offices were closed 
P the remaining business parceled out to . 
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fields, where it fe said he had leld out the 
site for his grave. 


Planned Extension Into Mexico. 
Only a few weeks ago it was reported that 
he was planning to extend the oi] venture 
into Mexico, and that at an interview while 
abroad with Lord Cowdray, head of the Eng- 


lish oil firm of-S. Pearson & Son, he had se- 


cured control of the Pearson oil fields near 
Tampico in Mexico. It was understood tha 
transaction involved $25,000,000, and that the 
Texas company would put ona line of stearmh- 
ers to bring the crude oll into this country 
through Port Arthur. 

As far back as the early '00s, when Gates 
held a controlling interest in the Kansas City 
Southern road, he was interested in the de- 
velopment of Port Arthur, and in 1908 he 
ed from New York and made Texas his 
home. He was directly instrumental in 
Dringing about an increase tn transportatior 
facilities. and oil exportations there until 
that port now has two railroads and heads 
the list of all ports in the volume of its oil 
traffic. During nine months of last year the 
exportation through the port of crude and re- 
fined oil aggregated approximately 125,000,- 
000 gallons, and oil pump lined are now in 
regular operation from the refinéries in 
Beaumont, Port Neches. and Port Arthur. 
The ‘Texas company has its own refinery 
situated close to the wharves. 

Gates financed the city’s waterworks sys- 
tem, founded its firvt bank with one of his 
associates in charge, mace possible the oon- 
struction of the first street car line, and 
was instrumental In the establishment of the 
first newspaper in the city. He left perhaps 
his most enduring work in the development 
of the Port Arthur region. 


Pursuit of Alleged Slayer. 
There was nothing in Gates’ career which 
showed his determined character more than 
did his pursult and prosecution of Alexander 
Jester, who was supposed to have killed Gil- 
bert Gates, brother of the millionaire. 

Gilbert Gates, then 198 years old, left his 
home in Illinois to make a western trip by 
wagon with Jester in 1871. Several months 
later the young man disappeared, and Jester 
was found to have his wagon and other prop- 
erty. Azel A. Gates, the father, took up the 
hunt and followed Jester over three states, 
finally causing his arrest at Mexico,*Mo., but 
Jester escaped from jail amd disappeared. 

Then the younger Getes took up the trail. 
Detectives whom he employed sought for 
years to get some trace of the missing man, 
Gates paying thousands of collars in ex- 
penses ané wages. At last, in 1900, Gates 
found Jester living in Oklahoma under the 
name of W. A. Hill. Gates took a special 
train to his hiding place and caused his 
arrest. 

Jester was taken back to Missouri and 
placed on trial. Gates, in order to strengthen 
the prosecution, employed the best lawyers 
he could find in St. Louis and Chicago. Jes- 
ter was acquitted, however, because of thé 
fact Gilbert Gates’ body was never found 
and the murder could not be proved. 

Jester returned to Oklahoma, where he 
died at Norman, in August of 194 


All Gambling Charmed Him. 
Stories of Gates’ gambling operations and 


now and then. If he wants to go somewhere 
and try his luck at some other game of 
chance I go with him if he wants to me to. 

"I want my boy to feel that his daddy is 
not only his best friend but hischum. I be- 
lieve that’s the right way to bring up a boy.” 

This sentiment for his only son was strong

Several years ago, when #imbling was at 
its height at Saratoga, Gates indulged in a 
five hour séance at a faro table*and quit 
$35,000 behind the game. 

Mr. Gates’ fondness for a “ quiet game ”’ 
was well known in Birmingham, Ala., wh 
he has large iron interests. 

When he visited the southern city to#fi- 
spect some of the properties under develop- 
ment a few business men got together and 
arranged a faro “ layout’’ to entertain the 
visitor. 

But the faro game was one feature which 
was omitted from the program. The men be- 
hind thé scheme sounded Mr. Gates, diplo- 
matically, and learned that bets of $50,000 
were about his “ size.”’ 

As the “roll’’ they a@tumulated was only 
$85,000 fat, they dropped the subject. 


He Defends Cigarets. 

The American Tobacco company {fs a con- 
cern In which Mr. Gates held a large block 
of stock.

‘The whole scheme is a fraud,” said Mr.

Mr. Gates had “peculiar’’ ideas about 
bankers who borrow from institutions with 
which they are connected. _ 

Soon after the crash of a bank said to 
have been due to its president's acts, he 
gaid: 

“This habit of some bank presidents of 
receiving other folks’ money through the 
telier’s window and lending to concerns in 
which they are interested is bad banking. 
That's what broke the Seventh National! of 
New York and others I could name. 

“IT am a director in many financial insti-

TAFT 0. K.’S REAPPORTIONMENT. 
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‘STATEHOOD BILL 
WINS IN SENATE 


Measure Admitting Arizona 
and New Mexico to the 
Union Passes, 53-18., 


RECALL CLAUSE LEFT IN. 


Defeat of Amendment May Cause 
President Taft to Withhgld 
His Signature. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—The bill grant- 
ing statehood to New Mexico and Arizona— 
legisiation that had been for many years 
the dream of the people of those territories 
—was passed by the senate tonight 53 tolS, 
after rejection of the Nelson amendment, 
which proposed striking out of the Arizona 
constitution its judiciary recall provision. 

As passed by the senate the biil differs 
only slightly from the house measure, and 
it is. said, may be unsatisfactory to President 
Taft. 

He has contended a!! along that he would 
be giad- to sign the statehood bill if the 
Nelson amendment prevailed, but that it 
was a grave question whether he would 


be willing to sign it if the amendmegt were 
defeated, as it was by 43 to 26. 

The indications tonight are that the bill 
will become a law without his signature. 

The senate amanded the house bill with 
two minor changes regarding the manner 
of voting in New Mexico on proposed amend- 
ments to its contstitution. 


Right of Recall Conceded. 

These undoubtedly will be agreed to by 
the house and the bill expedited tothe White 
House. ‘These amendments were reported 
by the senate committee on territories ana 
agreed to without debate. 

Practically all of the debate on the Dill 
centered around the Nelson amendment. 
Even some renators who declared their op- 
position to the recall of judges voted against 


the amendment onAhe ground that if the 
people of ‘Arizona desired the recall as 
part of their system of gcvernment it was 
for them and not for congress to say whether 
they should have it. 

The bill as passed compels Arizona as 2 
condition precedent to entry into the union, 
to submit the recall proposition to the voters 
for final decision as to whether it shali re- 
main in their constitution. 

New Mexico must vote on a proposition em- 
bodied in the bill which would make the con- 
stitution of the state easier of amendment. 


Party Lines Broken in Vote. 

The test vote came on the Nelson amend- 
ment. After this had been defeated it was 
thought the bill would be adopted without 
revision, but Senator Balley called for the 
ayes and nays. 

Senators Bradley of Kentucky and O’Gor- 
man of New York voted for the Nelson 
amendment. The same two members, with 
Genator Bailey, voted against the final pas- 
sage of the measure, as did two progressive 
Republicans, Senators Bristow of Kansas 
and Kenyon of Iowa. 

The others who voted against the admis- 
sion of the territories were Senators Bran- 
degee of Connecticut, Burnham of New 
Hampshire, Crane of Massachueetts, Curt:s 
of Kaneas, Dillingham of Vermoné, Heyburn 
of Idaho, Lippitt and Wetmore of Rhode 
Isiand, Nelson of Minnesota, Oliver and Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania, Root of New York and 
Smoot of Utah. i

Mueey refused him ad- 
mittance, but he brughed her aside and ran 
upetairs to the Grant apartment with her in 
close pursuit. He burst into the room where 
Mrs. Grant was alone and slammed the door 
in Mrs. Mucey’s face. Three shots followed 
instantly. 

In the dead man’s pockets were found two 
notes, unaddressed and unsigned. One read; 

"“ When we cannot live together we die 
together—EXmii and Irene.”’

Citizens of Maywood Make Secret 
Attack on River Obstruction. 


TOWN MARSHAL GETS WET, 


Falis Off Into Water While. Trying to 
Dig First Shovelful. 


Citizens of Maywood destroyed the dam 
in the Desplaines river at Maywood shortly 
after midnight. Headed by the president of 
the town board of Maywood, C. L. Rankin, 
and given moral support by the presence of 
Town Marshal L. H. Sweeney, twelve de- 
termined men, armed with picks and shovels, 
marched in the dead of night to the riyerand 
tore down the obstruction, 

The action of the citizens was planned in 
secret and followed an unheeded notice to the 
North Shore Electric company to remove 
the dam within five days. The dam was lo- 
cated between Lake and Madison streets, in 
thea river which flows through the town. 

The men gathered at the town hall shortly 
before midnight. At one minutes after 12 
they started. The word had been passed 
among trusted citizens, and the plan was 
kept so quiet that when the noise of the 
picks and shovels were heard, the whole sub- 
urb turned out in excitement to learn the 
cause of the disturbance. 

To Marshal Sweeney fell the honor of re- 
moving the first shovelful of earth from the 
dam. The marshal inserted his shovel at 
the top of the embankment, bore down on it, 
and then he jumped on the metal scoop with 
both feet. The implement descended, but 
not in the soft earth. It glanced on a stone, 
and the marshal, shovel and some gravel, 
bounded into the water with a loud spiash. 
He was wet but not drowned. 

Yesterday was the last day which the com- 
pany was allowed in which to remove the 
dam of its own accord. Notice was given 
the company at the time President Rankin 
and his men tore out the flood gates of the 
dam. 

By this action the residents of Maywood 
and River Forest hope to drain the swamps

“Water” Was Common Criticism. 

“How much water was there in the steel 
corporation?” the chairman asked. 

“I did not feel that there was any, but 
it was the common criticism of the time 
that there was water in the corporation.” 

“ Well, then, why did you discuss water 
in the stock with them?” 

“I know of no other answer I can make 
than what I have said, the criticism that 
was in the air.” 

The chairman then referred to a statement 
made by Mr. Perkins at the same meeting 
in answer to a question by Chairman E. H. 
Gany if it was his idea to make an elastic 
stock so that he could issue bonds in place 
of preferred stock. Mr. Perkins is said to 
have declared he thought that would be 
** dangerous.’ 

“ Dangerous to whom?” aeked Mr. Stan- 
ley. 

“I really don’t know,” Mr. Perkine re- 
plied. He had been acting nervously ail 
through the reading of the minutes and the 
questions and sat with hands folded, rolling 
his thumbs. 

In this same meeting the chairman quoted 
®. H. Gary as stating that he believed ita 
pretty good plan, and that the corporation 
must raise more money sonrewhere. 

“Do you remember that statement by Mr. 


Gary?* he asked. 


Stanley Entered It in Record. 
“Wo, I do not,” said Mr. Perkins. 
“Well, I entered into the record all of this 

remarkable statement," said the chairman, 
referring to the minutes of the directors’ 
meeting. The following extract from the 
minutes of the steel directors’. meeting was 


read: 

The recoré of that meeting was of a plan which 
the finance committee of the corporation had been 
talking over and was going to submit that day 
to the board. 

Mr. Perkins explained to the directors that when 
the separate companies of the corporation were 
brought together there were many contracts that 
had recently been made for extensions and im- 
provement®, aggregating something over §40,- 
000, 000. 


The oorporation had reduced them something 
like $20,000,000, being forced te carry the con- 
tracts along. 

In addition, he told the executive committee that 
the purchase of the Rockefeller oi] properties had 
caused the corporation to give Mr. Rockefeller 
notes maturing that year, amounting to about 
$10,000,000, leaving in all about $30,000,000 that 
was not capitalized, and that ‘‘ we have been 
somewhat bothered to know just what todo with.’’ 

‘*Ilt was not fair to take it out of the earnings 
of the several companies, we thought,’’ Mr. Per- 
kins was quoted as having said to the executive 
committee, ‘‘after they were brought together, 
and we have given the matter a good deal of 
thought as to how and what to do with it and not 
hurt the seourities. And it brought about this 
idea of an attempt to retire part of the preferred 
stock of the company for second mortgage bonds 
and have enough in doing so so we could get out 
an extra amount of bonds to cover these items. 

** We think we ¢an take up about 40 per cent of 
the preferred stock, or $200,000,000, which now 
costs $14,000,000 in dividends at T per cent on 
$200,000 .00 and in place of that issue $260,- 
000,000 of second mortgage 5 per cent bonds. That 
would call for $12,500,000, and then have §50,000,- 
000 of new money in addition to saving a million 
and a half a year—$12,500,000, as against 
$14,000,000. 

** So we would get $50,000,000 without costing us 
anything and save a million and a half a year be- 
sides. There is no question that it would be desira- 
ble from the standpoint of the company if we can 
retire the preferred stock. 

‘* When we came to look tnto that we concluded 
the only time to do it was when the preferred 
stock was bel@w par, as it would o be some in- 
ducement with people to take the bonds. If they 
had stock at 96, say, and could turn it into bonds 
at par, they might feel that there was something 
in it.*’ 


Describes Panic Conditions, 

After this matter had been disposed of for 
the time being, Representative Bartlett led 
the witness into a description of the panic of 
1907 and the events which led up te the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coa! and Iron com- 
pany by the steel Corporation. 

Mr. Perkins first gave a graphic picture 
of conditiens in New York, how the city of 
New York had to be helped, the stock ex- 
change cided by many millions, and particu- 
larly explained the threatening condition of 
the Trust Company of America and the Lin- 
coln Trust company. 

“These trust companies and the firm of 
Moore & Schley were trembling in the bal- 
ance,’’ Mr. Perkins said. | 

The examination brought out further that 
Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou, about 
Oct. 28, deposjted in the New York banks 
about $25,000,000, yet during that week there 
were heavy withdrawals and the trust com- 
panies were appealing for help. 


Morgan Saved Stock Exchange.

Mr. Perkins insisted that the steel corpora- 
tion did not want the Tennessee corporation. 
He said he knew all about the visit of Mr. 
Gary and Mr, Frick to Washington, and 
what they went for. 


Calls Conspiracy Charge False. 

“If their answer had not reached us from 
Washington by 10 o'clock Monday morning, 
Nov. 5.’’ he said, ** Moore and Schiey and the 
trust companies would have gone to the wall 
and a great disaster would have been on.”’ 

In reply to suggestions of conspiracy and 
driving Tennessee stock in the market, Mr. 
Perkins said: 

‘* Never was anything more false—with all 
due respect to you, Mr. Bartlett.” 

At times Mr. Perkins grew excited and 
stood up, pounding the table with his 
clenched hands. 

When asked if Mr. Morgan wasn't the 
financial dictator of 1907, he said: 

“Mr. Morgan certainly was the savior of 
that panic. If there ever was a general in 


charge of any fight for any people who ac- 
complished more than Morgan did in that 
crisis, nothing is recorded about it in his- 


tory.”

Detectives from Fire Attorney Sullivan's 
office are after an inoendiary that forthe 
last sixty days has terrorized the residents 
of Lake View. An arrest is predicted. 

But while the detectives, aided by men both 
from Assistant Chief Schuettler’s office and 
from the Sheffield avenue and Town Hall po- 
lice stations, are working on the case, many 
of the persons in the neighborhood of the last 
fires are guarding their property night and 
day. 

The feeling of the residents is conveyed 
in the following extract from a letter written 
to THe TRIBUNE:

Music and Drama. 


The Russian Orchestra 
. Is Cordially Received. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
REVAILING impressions of Russian 
music, though somewhat intangible, tend 
to emphasize a certain exotic quality that 
appeals to the public because it is but 
vaguely understood. That this is due in 

large measure to the traditions which interpre 
ters of other races—chiefly German—have es- 
tablished for the art, was demonstrated by 
Modest Aitschuler and the Russian Symphony 
orchestra Monday evening, at the first of the 
series of concerts now being conducted by that 
organization at Ravinia park. So new and at- 
tractive were the qualities revealed by his 
haton, and so warm was the reception accorded 
him by the meager audience that one may safely 
predict a citywide interest in the concerts of 
the next two weeks. 

The publicthas come to believe that Russian 
music excels in those exaggerated expressions 
of morbid and unwholesome emotion that the 
sentimentalists regard as the highest function 
of the art. Mr. Altschuler, in the program of 
Monday evening, seemed deliberately to avoid 
this much exploited phase of his people’s music. 
In its stead he sought to emphasize those ar- 


scheme of contrasts, in strong and vivid 
rhythms, in sensitive inflection of melody and 
counter melody. And the hearer recognized in- 
stantly that this element of refinement belongs 
essentially to the music; that all interpreta- 
tions which have ignored or minimized it are 


incomplete. 


> 

Techaikowsky and Rubinstein supplied Mr. 
Altschuler with his most important material. 
The scherzo and finale from the formers 
fourth symphony offered him greatest oppor- 
tunities, though the splendid vigor of the Ru- 
binstein dance, which accomplished @ certain 
lightness and elasticity of accent in spite of 
much imposing tonal volume, developed an in- 
terpretative style that was equally character- 
istic. The Tschaikowsky movements 4re, 
however, better known. The accepted reading 
lays such emphasis on the tragic ‘ motto of 
the work that the whole symphony acquires & 
dirgelike significance. Mr, Altschuler quick- 
ens the pace of the finale and gains thereby a4 
unity that has formerly seemed wanting. At 
the same time he develops a wonderful in- 


vivid without being cumbersome, and for cli- 
maxes that pile up irresistible masses of tone, 
yet impress by their energy rather than by 
mere weight and thickness, 
an 

Mr. Altschuler’s methods in conducting are 
simple and direct, The interpretative value 
of gesture he ignores. He communicates his 
intentions to the orchestra alone, and, so far 
as is possible, removes himself from the per- 
formance as @ personal factor—that is, so far 
as the public is concerned, He represents, 
therefore, a school of conducting that Chicago 
has known and honored since the days of The- 
odore Thomas, He has at his command an 
admirable orchestra, It is not so finished 4 
musical machine as our own Thomas orches- 
tra, but it seems to be a remarkably respon- 
sive body of players, and it is undoubtedly 
well rehearsed, The strings do not follow the 
custom of the Thomas orchestra in bowing to- 
gether, but they, nevertheless, attain an en- 
semble that compares favorably with the 
standards represented in Chicago. The brasses 
seem to be equal to our own. Only in the 
wood wind section was there any roughness 
or unevenness to be discovered

LEEP is nature’s most potent medicine— 
it relieves the weary, brings oblivion to 
the heart-sore and peace to those in 
trouble. 

Just as a medicinal tonic arrests wast- 
ing tissue and créates an appetite, so sleep brings 
back temporarily exhausted strength and endows 
us with vigor for future exertion. A healthy 
system calls for sleep just as the stomach de- 
mands food, though it is a sorry fact that many 
people are gluttons in both respects. 

It is well known that the natural time for 
sleep is night, and that repose at that time is 
productive of the greatest benefit. Day slumber, 
except in cases of invalids, is usually fitful, un- 
easy and unsatisfactory. Sleep is a necessity, a 
preserver, and if it wooes not you, you must 
court its embrace by heroic or simple methods. 

To bed at 10 if you do not wish to lose your 
beauty sleep, is a wise old saw. The two hours 
before midnight are worth as much as four after 
that time. Unfortunately, the men and women 
in my profession are not able to take their sleep 
at this time, but those who are “healthy, 
wealthy, and wise” make it a general rule to 
sleep if possibile eight hours at least during the 
twenty-four.

A new theory has been evolved by a French 
scientist, Prof. M. A. Mouneyrat, in regard to 
a sleep producing element in the atmosphere, 
which he calls “somnifer,” but which he has 
not yet been able to separate or identify satis- 
factorily. 

In the woods and in the fields it can be ob- 
tained in abundance, and probably for this rea- 
son city people who are troubled with insomnia 
do not find it necessary to woo eleep when far 
awey from the dust laden atmosphere. 

Prof. Mouneyrat is a great automobile enthu- 
siast, and as “ somnifer” is produced by air cur- 
rents, a motor ride, in his estfmation, is the 
greatest sleep producer within the reach of hu- 
manity. It is an intensified air bath, pouring 
over the bady and through the lungs. 

This air bath Is also a splendid tonic for nerve 
fatigue. A half day spent in speeding through 
the country will be found more relaxing and 
curative to the sufferer from insomnia and fa- 
tigue than months of lolling around on @ #um- 
mer hotel veranda. But the ride must be through 
rural districts, in woods and flelda, where the 
air is laden with “ somnifer,”

A brisk walk in the open air, a warm bath, 
followed by a light massaging of the body, then 
a total relaxation of all muscles, after getting 
into bed, will woo sleep. Give yourself the feel- 
ing that the bed is holding you, sink Into it, and 
you should soon win the favor of the fickle 
goddess. 

Often one’s position in bed prevents sleep. 
Changing from one side to another, or lying flat 
on the back without a pillow, will prove bene- 
ficial. I have already given you the Hindu rem- 
edy for insomnia, but the woman who suffers 
incessantly from this annoying trouble should 
consult a physician, for cuntinued loss of sleep 
will soon work havoc with her health and

Green Corn. 


™® the fiy leaf of my Soyer’s “ Modern 

Housewife,” printed over sixty years 

ago, one Barry Gray writes feelingly, in 

pencil, the following recipe for green 

corn pudding: “Take forty-eight ears 
of sweet\ green corn, score the kernels, and 
cut them ‘from the’cob. Scrape off what re- 
mains on the cob witha knife, Pound the corn 
cut off in a mortar, Add one and one-half 
pints or one quart of milk, according to the 
youngness or juiciness of the corn. Add four 
eggs well beaten, one-half teacup of flour, 
one-half teacup of butter, a tablespoon of 
sugar, and salt to taste. Bake in a well 
greased earthen dish in a hot oven for two 
hours, Serve well browned and hot Wat 
with fresh butter and be thankful,” 

It ig rather evident that Barry did not buy 
his green corn in the market, or he would 
have considered four dozen ears a rather am- 
ple allowance for this dish, even though his 
family may have numbered a dozen. Perhaps 
he jumped over a farmer's fence somewhere, 


like a foraging soldier or a country traveler— 


in respect for the memory of so appreciative 
an eater let us hope he had his own garden 
or cornfleld—although this custom has most 
commonly been connected with out of door 
corn roasts. After these revels the partici- 
pants feel just as thankful as does Barry, or 
as do many of the diners of late summer after 
they have ‘eaten plain corn boiled on the cob, 
with sweet butter, 

There is a good deal of difference between 
sweet corn straight from the stalk and that 
purchased in the market. Sweet corn is best 
cooked as soon as possible after picking, as it 
heats and loses its sweetness, which same 
cooks partially restore artificially by putting 
some sugar in the water in which it is boiled. 
At its best it is so good that people are likely 
to turn greedy and overeat of it. The hull Is 
almost pure cellulose and perfectly indigesti- 
ble,

Fresh green sweet corn, scored, cut from the 
ear, and combined with shelled beans, makes 
@ succotash as different from the dish ordi- 
narily presented under that name as is imagi- 
nable, For this use two-thirds corn and one- 
third beans. Eat and be glad! It is strictly 
an American dish, of the very soil, origi- 
nating, we believe, among the Indiafs, and 


certainly Indian corn of one variety is its — 


chief ingredient. 

Sweet Corn Soups.—Sweet corn soups may 
be made either with a white stock—veal or 
chicken or these two combined—or with a 
thin white sauce—a cream soup. In the for- 
mer case, after husking and brushing off silk 
with a whisk broom, score and cut the grains 
from the cob, mix with fresh sweet butter, 
and season, Stir into the stock and give the 
whole a boil, at the most a half hour, or a 
shorter time will do. This soup may be made 
a very fine one if a cup of milk or cream is 
added at the last. The other proportions may 
be according to taste, but a thick soup is 
usually the one most relished. When using a 
white sauce it is better to boil the corn on the 
cob, score the grains, cut off, and cook for a 
few minutes in the sauce, which has been 
cooked beforehand for at least ten minutes, or 
perhaps twenty, stirring al! the time, 

Green corn may be substituted tn any recipe 
for soup made with canned corn, and to ad- 
vantage. A thick and strained vegetable soup 
made with meat stock and rather heavy with 
tomato is sometimes used as a foundation for 
acorn soup, but this is excess and somewhat 
like painting the lily. To a plain stock is 
sometimes added a browned corn meal andthe 
same amount of corn as meal. This is called 
a corn caramel soup and tastes good to those 
who are fond of popcorn corn meal mush— 
there are those who make & cream soup with 
popoorn, 

Corn chowder is made almost lIike a fish 
chowder. Pork is fried in the pot and layers 
of potatoes and onion are used with the corn, 
which is in the middle, and with milk added at 
the last. The Boston cracker is the one to lay 
in the soup tureen. 

Mrs. S. J.:Hale in editing long ago an edi- 
tion of Eliza Acton said of “Green Indian 
Corn”: “This is a most delicious vegetable. 
When used as @ vegetable the cobs, or ears, 
are plucked at about the time the corn has 
arrived at a milky state, or just before it as- 
sumes a solid substance. A part of the leaves 
or filaments by which the cob or ear is sur- 
rounded is taken away and the cobs boiled 
from twenty to forty minutes. ‘according to 
the age.’ When it is done it is served with 
cold or melted butter, and eaten (after being 
stripped of its remaining leaves) by taking 
the two ends of the cob in the Rands and 
biting off the corn. The editor can bear testi- 
mony to its delicious quality.” 

This direction about biting is very specific, 
to be sure, The silversmith would’ keep the 
cob out of our two hands by dainty devices, 
but the most of us revert to nature,

Credit Foncier Americaine Has 
Many Branches Through- 
out France. 


PARIS, Aug. 8 —A warrant was issued to- 
day for the arrest of Marius Jean, manager 
in Paris for the Credit Foncier Americaine 
a banking institution.incorporeated under the 
laws of Delaware. In addition to offices in 
New York and Paris the bank has branches 
in every big city in France. 

As a result of complaints the police last 
month searched the Paris offices of the Credit 
Foncier and the residences of its directors. 
The books and papers of the concern were 
seized. 

According to the police the bank was or- 
ganized some years ago and issued a pros- 
pectus claiming it had a capital of $10.000,000 
fully paid up. They allege also that since 
its organization the bank has issued bonds 
to the extent of $10,400,000. 


Shares Not Quoted on Bourse. 

Its method of doing business, the police say, 
was to exchange shares of the bank for 
rentes and other gilt edged stocks, but Aas 
the bank ehares were not quoted on the 
bourse the holders were unable to dispose of 
them and the bank refused to take them 
back. 

The police further allege the bank claimed 
to own 2,000,000 acres of land in Virginia, 
rich in coal, oil, and timber, and much more

Those of our readers who retain a sound 
mid-Victorian appetite for the novel, and 
therefore havea place for Anthony Trollope 
on their shelves, read a London cable of 
Monday with pleasant reminiscence. 

Perhaps some of them actually took 
down “ Phineas Finn” and reread the de- 
scription of parliamentary manners and 
tactics as Phineas found them when he 
entered the house. “It is customary,” ex- 
plains Trollope, in the pleasant confidence 
which the mid-Victorian novelist permitted 
himself, “ it is customary for the leader of 
the opposition on such occasions (the vote 
on the address to the throne at the opening 
of a parliament) to express his opinion, in 
the most courteous language, that his right 
honorable friend sitting opposite to him on 
the treasury bench has been, is, and will 
be wrong in everything that he thinks, says, 
or dees in public life; but that, as anything 
like factious opposition is never adopted on 
that side of the|house, the address to the 
queen, in answer to that most fatuous 
speech which hag been put in her majesty’s 
gracious mouth, shall be allowed to pass 
‘unquestioned. Then the leader of the house 
thanks his adversary for his considération, 
explains to all men how happy the country 
ought to be that the government bas not 
fallen into the disgracefully incapable hands 
of his right-honorable friend opposite, and 
after that the address is carried amid uni- 
versal serenity.”

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

For forty years the fight to destroy the 
spoils system in this republic has been 
fought, and today it iq very far from won, 
So far as the federal] service is concerned 
the gain has been steady, and of late it has 
been fairly fast. Butin many states, and 
counties, and cities the spoils system is still 
in full force and effect. Perhaps. we 
should be encouraged by the fact that the 
system nowadays disguises itself in some 
cases, and that few politicians openly de- 
fend it, though most do their best to evade 
and defeat merit laws. 

Our own situation in the state, in Cook 
county, and in the city is very far from 
being satisfactory. Stricter and breader 
merit laws were obtained at the Jast legis- 
lative session. But laws, as we have oc- 
casion too often to remind ourselves, are not 
self-executing, and the actual state of af- 
fairs in the public service is deplorable, 

It is not only deplorable. It is highly 
discreditable to the common sense and pub- 
lie spirit of the people. For the execution 
of civil service laws will never be honest 
or thoroughgoing uutil public opinion in- 
sists upon it, 

Mr. Robert Catherwood’s protest at the 
City club yesterday is therefore most time- 
ly. As president of the Chicago Civil Serv- 
ice association and a devoted worker for 
this reform, he knows whereof he speaks. 

What is needed now is not more legisla- 
tion, but the execution ef the merit laws 
now on the books. And they will not be 
enforced until taxpayers and citizens are 
aroused to their direct personal interest in 
honest, and efficient public 


economical, 

service. 
This is not a question of “ radical" po- 

litical reform, It is a question of common 


sense.

DELINE, Duchess of Bedford, who has 
been spending a few days in New York 
at the Holland house with her adopted 
daughter, Lady Dudley, on her way 
home from Australia, where Lod Dud- 
ley has been filling the office of governor gen- 
eral, is the only sister of Lady Henry Som- 
erset, sO well known !n America, in connec- 
tion with the réle which she has played in the 
temperance and woman's emancipation move- 
ments.

Catherine Cowell-Stepney, whose !mpend- 
ing marriage to Sir Stafford Howard of Thorn- 
bury castle, Gloucestershire, has just been 
announced, ig the 38 year old daughter and 
sole hetress of the late Sir Arthur Cowell- 


Stepney, who just about this time two years 


ago was found dead in a village railroad 
station In Arizona. She inherited from her 
father all his property, including about 10,000 
acres of land In Wales, and some 15,000 acres 
of land in California 

Sir Arthur was eccentric. Indeed, It was on 
the strength of affidavits of the late Mr. 
Glastone, of Lord Currie, of Sir Robert 
Meade, under secretary of state for the 
colonial department, and of Sir Percy Sander- 
son of the foreign office (with which Sir Ar- 


thur had been connected for a number of 


years) regarding his delusions that the 
Court of Chancery made an order in 1801 
granting the custody of his daughter, then a 
minor, to her mother. Afterward Sir Arthur 
was under the treatment of the late Sir WiII- 
liam Gull, of Dr. Dordesley, and of other em!- 
nent psysicians and specialists for mental 
ailments, besides being in the custody of an 
alienist for more thana year. Subsequently 
he came to this country and gave vent to his 
anger for the persecution to which he con- 
sidered himself to have been subjected by 
abandoning his English citizenship and se- 
curing letters of naturalization as a citizen 
of the United States 
sae 

Sir Arthur was proud of his American citi- 
zenship and in writing to his fellow members 
of the Travelers and Brooks, two of the most 
important clubs in London, to which he be- 
longed up to the time of his death, always 
begged that they should address him as “ Mr. 
Arthur Stepney " since on becoming an Amer- 
ican citizen he had “ dropped the baronetcy 
for good and all.’” While over here he was 
reported to have obtained a decree of di- 
vorce in the state of Idaho with the object of 
venting his displeasure on his wife, for the 
share which she had taken in establishing 
bis mental unfitness for the guardianship of 
their daughter. 

But this divorce was never recognized by 
the English tribunals and was declared by 
them to be invalid when it came up for dis- 
cussion during the proceedings which the 
now widowed Lady Cowell-Stepney, sister 
of Lord de Tabley, instituted in the Eng- 
lish courts, which granted her a judicial sep- 
aration on the ground of desertion. Lady 
Cowell-Stepney is connected with the Wads- 
worths of Genesee, N. Y., and her elder sis- 
ter is the mother of that Sir Bryan Leighton, 
who volunteered for service under the Amer. 
ican flag during the war with Spain and 
went through the entire campaign.

POTASSIUM BI-CHROMATE DEADLY. 

Virden, Il)., Aug. 7.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In THE TRIBUNE of Aug. 1, under the 
heading “ Voice of the People,”’ you advise 
a correspondent to use a solution of potas- 
slum bi-chromate containing one dram of 
the salt to two ounces of water, to be placed 
in shallow dishes, a little sugar being added 
to each digh, to kill files. You say this is 
not dangerous to human life. This is very 
muoh at variance with the truth, however. 
potassium bi-chromate being classed as an 
irritant poison, and the authorities almost 
invariably give a list of antidotes to be used 
in case of accidental poisoning, which In it- 
self should be sufficient to warn the novice 
not to use it carelessly. The dose of potas- 
sium bi-chromate is from one-eighth to one- 
fourth of a grain and is rarely used inter- 
nally. 

A solution of potassium bi-chromate con- 
taining one dram to two ounces is equive- 
lent to practically four grains to the dram, a 
dosage much in excess of the maximum 
recommended for an adult-and one which 
might easily kill a child if not at once given 
appropriate antidotes. M. H. FARMER.
